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Decision on housing 
plan at Porthcawl 
Scout hall is deferred 


PLANS to demolish a build¬ 
ing used by a Scout group 
in Porthcawl and replace 
it with 10 homes have been 
deferred after councillors 
said more details were 
needed over what will 
happen to all the commu¬ 
nity groups that use it. 

The application by Valleys 
to Coast Housing (V2C) is for 
six two-bedroom semi-detached 
properties and four one-bedroom 
flats on the site of Woodland Hall 
in Woodlands Avenue. 

The plans have been in the 
pipeline for more than two years 
- permission was refused in 2016 
for a similar scheme over design 
eoneems and a laek of information 
justifying the loss of the commu¬ 
nity facility. 

The revised plans involve a 
redesign of the proposed build¬ 
ings and include an agreement 
whereby Porthcawl Scout Group 
will relocate to a nearby ehureh 
hall in Woodland Avenue. 

Yet while some eouncillors 
at Bridgend County Borough 
Couneil’s planning eommittee 
weleomed the redesign, they 
were not satisfled with the level 
of information provided on other 
eommunity groups that used the 
building. 


Cllr Carolyn Webster said: 
“There are always organisations 
whieh hold fundraising events 
there. 

“Fm very uneomfortable with 
a laek of possible provision to 
other users. 

“I appreeiate this isn’t a mate¬ 
rial planning eonsideration but I 
think it would be somewhat wrong 
for this eommittee not to eonsider 
the effeet of the removal of this 
building.” 

Clh Amanda Williams added: 
“I want reassuranee that the rest 
of the eommunity hasn’t been left 
out of it.” 

BCBC’s group manager for 
development, Jonathan Parsons, 
told councillors the loeal authority 
had little eontrol over what V2C 
did with the building as the hous¬ 
ing assoeiation owned it. 

He said: “You have to bal- 
anee the merits of mueh-needed 
affordable housing with the loss 
of a eommunity facility that’s not 
in the eontrol of the people using 
it, as the aetual landowners have 
eontrol of the building.” 

Planning offieers had reeom- 
mended the plans for approval 
subjeet to eonditions. 

One of the conditions would 
see V2C enter into an agreement 
to ensure Woodland Hall was not 
demolished until the Scouts had 


relocated to their new base. 

The applieation prompted 
numerous objections from resi¬ 
dents with eoneems over the loss 
of a eommunity asset, the loss 
of green spaee and fears the new 
home for the Seouts might not 
happen. 

Woodland Hall and the land it 
sits on is owned by V2C, which 
leases it to the Seouts. 

To aid the development pro¬ 
posal, V2C is planning to purehase 
the leasehold of Gilgal Baptist 
Chureh hall in Woodland Avenue. 
Gilgal Baptist Chureh’s main site 
is in Park Avenue. 

Seven eouneillors voted to 
defer a deeision on the application 
until the next planning committee 
meeting, while six voted against 
its deferral. 

Offieers will be asked to bring 
baek further information on whieh 
community groups currently use 
Woodland Hall, what improve¬ 
ment work is planned for the 
chureh hall and whether it can 
accommodate all the neeessary 
groups. 

The development eontrol 
eommittee meeting took place on 
Thursday, January 3.

Car Park from the Evans 
families. When BCBC 
bought the lease, in early

that £3.5 million back by 
making land available for 
development. 

The Civic Trust, when 
asked by The GEM some 
months ago if it accepted 
this principle, said that 
the society did.

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AM presses Welsh 
Government on 
CPR in schools 


SUZY Davies AM has accused 
the Welsh Labour Government 
of being “behind the curve” 
yet again after failing to 
heed calls to introduce the 
teaching of life saving skills 
as a mandatory part of the 
school curriculum in Wales. 

The Welsh Conservative AM, who 
has been eampaigning for this for 
many years, welcomed the confir¬ 
mation that the UK government will 
be introducing compulsory lessons 
in Cardiac Pulmonary Resuscitation 
(CPR) in English schools in 2020. Mrs 
Davies, who is the Shadow Education 
Secretary, said that news that the UK 
Conservative government was taking 
this action was very welcome. 

She said: “I have been campaigning 
ever since I was elected to get first 
aid including CPR taught in Welsh 
schools. This call has been supported 
by pupils, parents, teachers, charities 
and AMs of all political persuasions. 

“It remains a mystery why Welsh 
Government has been so resolutely out 
of step with public opinion on this. Can 
it really be as simple as blanking the 
idea because it’s a Welsh Conservative 
AM who’s been leading the charge 


politically? This is not about political 
parties - it’s about public demand to 
make Wales a nation of lifesavers. 

“I have also campaigned to get defi¬ 
brillators installed in as many public 
venues as possible. Having the right 
equipment coupled with the necessary 
know-how will make all the differ¬ 
ence to survival rates following heart 
attacks. 

“Fewer than one person in 10 in the 
UK survives cardiac arrest if it takes 
place outside of a hospital, as so few 
people have been trained in CPR. We 
need to start somewhere and teaching 
children as they go through school by 
putting this into the curriculum will 
ensure in time that the proportion of 
the population with these life-saving 
skills will rise to a level where survival 
rates start to improve. In countries 
where CPR is taught in schools, the 
survival rate rises to one in four.” 

A Welsh Government spokesper¬ 
son said: “The Welsh Government 
encourages everyone to learn first aid 
but it is for schools to decide if, and 
how best, to provide first aid learning 
opportunities within the curriculum. 

“The new curriculum will continue 
to encourage everyone to learn first 
aid.”

A police spokesman said: “While

Councillors’ 
concerns at 
cemetery 
extension cost 
increases 


Cosmology Corner 


THE cost of funding 
two cemetery exten¬ 
sions in Bridgend 
county borough 
has risen by an 
extra £170,000. 

The initial estimate 
for the extensions to 
Porthcawl and North 
Comelly cemeteries was 
£360,000 but the total 
cost has now increased 
to £530,000 following 
“further investigation 
and feasibility works”. 

At a full council 
meeting in December 
some councillors voiced 
concerns over the rise. 

Cllr Ken Watts (inde¬ 
pendent) described it as a 
“major error” and called 
for further scrutiny. 

He said: “Here we 
have a 50 per cent 
increase in the costs. 

“I know it’s small 
figures out of the £21 Im 
[total capital programme 
from 2018 to 2028] but I 
think a 50 per cent error 
is worthy of scrutiny.” 

Cllr Matthew Voisey 
(Conservative) said: “I’d 
really like to know who’s 
doing these estimates. 

“You employ profes¬ 
sionals to do these costs, 
it’s a lot of money.” 

Officers said the 
funding allocation in 
the capital programme 
was often not a budget 


and sometimes the 
amount was based on 
historic estimates due 
to the long-term plan¬ 
ning of the programme. 

Communities director 
Mark Shephard said: 
“The estimates don’t 
always have the level of 
feasibility which makes 
the costs more accurate. 

“In this particular 
case we commissioned 
Capita to look at the 
two cemeteries we are 
planning to extend. 
They found a range of 
environmental issues 
which are now required 
and design issues that 
are necessary to secure 
planning - all of which 
add up to a significant 
increase in overall cost.” 

He told councillors 
a lot of the funding 
for feasibility only 
became available once 
the project was in the 
capital programme. 

He said: “In every 
council I know of there 
are always variations in 
the capital programme 
of this sort of extent 
- this is not unusual.” 

Councillors approved 
the additional funding 
at a full council meet¬ 
ing on December 19.

HAPPY (belated) 
Birthday 
Edwin Hubble. 

A quarter century 
ago in December 1993, 
NASA held its breath as 
space shuttle Endeavour 
with seven astronauts 
aboard caught up with the 
Hubble Space Telescope 
353 miles above Earth. 

Their mission: to fix 
a devastating flaw in the 
telescope’s primary mir¬ 
ror. Edwin Hubble, for 
whom the Hubble Space 
Telescope is appropri¬ 
ately named, was bom 
on November 20, 1889. 
Hubble’s work helped 
define modern cosmol¬ 
ogy and our understand¬ 
ing of the Universe. 

Less than 100 years 
ago astronomers believed 
that our whole universe 
consisted of just one 
galaxy, our own Milky 
Way. It wasn’t until the 
1920s that Hubble recog¬ 
nised that there are many 
more galaxies located 
beyond the Milky Way. 

Hubble showed that 
we live in an expanding 
universe. Hubble’s Law 
states that: ‘The more 
distant the galaxy, the 
faster it is moving away 
from us.’ This concept 
lies at the heart of our 
understanding of the 
creation of the entire 
Universe (space, time 
and matter) in a ‘Big 
Bang’ some 13.7 billion 
years ago. 

Hubble observed stars 
(Cepheid Variables) that 
varied in brightness in 
a fuzzy patch of light 
known at the time as 
the Andromeda nebula. 
At the time astrono¬ 
mers believed that the 
Andromeda nebula was 
a region of forming solar 
systems, located inside 
tire Milky Way. Hubble 
knew that these variable 
stars changed brightness 
in a predictable way 
that depended on their 
absolute tme brightness. 
He then measured how 
bright they actually 
looked in order to plot 
their distance. 

His announcement that 
Andromeda was actually 
more than two million 
light years beyond the 
Milky Way, a separate 
galaxy in its own right, 
astounded the scientific 
community. Suddenly, 
the Universe got much 
bigger! 

Today we know that 
the Andromeda galaxy 


is just one of many bil¬ 
lions of other galaxies 
which extend around 
us in space in every 
direction we train our 
telescopes. But was this 
huge emerging Universe 
stationary, expanding, or 
contracting? 

Astronomers observed 
that the light of distant 
galaxies was shifted 
toward the red end of 
the light spectrum. Just 
as the apparent sound 
of an approaching train 
increases in frequency 
as it speeds towards us 
(as the sound waves 
become compressed) and 
decreases in frequency as 
it moves away, this red 
shift was interpreted as 
a sign that the galaxies 
are moving away from 
us (red light being of 
a lower frequency and 
wavelength than white 
light). Hubble compared 
the distance estimates to 
galaxies with their red 
shifts and, in 1929, pub¬ 
lished his observation 
that the farthest galaxies 
are moving away faster 
than the closest ones. 

Back to the telescope 
which bears his name: 
after the first images 
were obtained and care¬ 
fully analysed following 
the telescope’s deploy¬ 
ment on April 25, 1990 it 
was clear that something 
was wrong; the images 
were blurry and NASA 
convened an independent 
committee to find the 
cause of the problem. 


After much study the 
team came to the con¬ 
clusion that Hubble’s 
eight foot primary mirror 
had been polished into 
the wrong shape. The 
error was smaller than 
the width of a human 
hair, but the effect was 
significant. 

On December 6, 1993 
Endeavour astronauts 
installed two pieces of 
hardware intended to fix 
the error. The Corrective 
Optics Space Telescope 
Axial Replacement 
corrected for the mirror 
error in three of the five 
instruments on Hubble. 

The fitting of a second 
instrument containing 
four cameras led to 
Hubble’s many breath¬ 
taking images which 
have now transformed 
our view of the cosmos. 

As well as images of 
exploding stars and neb¬ 
ulae where new stars are 
bom from inside our own 
Milky Way, the Hubble 
telescope has provided 
many remarkable images 
of external galaxies. The 
famous Hubble Deep 
Field image was obtained 
when, during 10 consecu¬ 
tive days from December 
18 to December 28, 
1995 Hubble managers 
pointed the telescope at a 
single, black, seemingly 
empty, patch of sky in 
Ursa Major - and found 
thousands of previously 
unseen galaxies!

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Cabinet member accuses fellow 
borough councillors of 
‘grandstanding’ after IT glitch 


A NUMBER of county councillors 
in Bridgend were left “very uncom¬ 
fortable” when “major changes” 
to the local authority’s capital 
programme had to be discussed at 
“short notice” in a council meeting 
due to an “IT error”. 

Bridgend County Borough Council’s 
revised capital programme which sets 
out the funding for the county’s biggest 
investment projects over the coming years 
went before full council in December. 

But the item which needed full coun¬ 
cil to approve the changes in funding 
before certain projects could start was not 
listed separately on the agenda, due to 
“technical issues” when it was published. 

It meant that for the report to be dis¬ 
cussed, it had to come under the ‘urgent 
items’ section of the agenda, leaving many 
of the opposition councillors sitting on the 
council “very uncomfortable” over the lack 
of time to prepare for scrutinising it, accord¬ 
ing to Cllr Norah Clarke, the Independent 
Alliance group leader on BCBC. 

She called for the report to be deferred 
until it had been scrutinised in the cor¬ 
porate scrutiny committee, adding that 
good governance was not being followed. 

The leader of the Conservative group, 
Cllr Tom Giffard, seconded the request 
saying the correct processes and pro¬ 
tocol had not been followed and, as a 


result, councillors had not had time to 
scrutinise the revised programme properly. 

Changes in the capital programme which 
needed approval included an additional 
£200,000 for the construction of the £10.8m 
Pencoed Primary School, an extra £170,000 
for the planned extensions of Porthcawl and 
North Comelly cemeteries (now £530,000), 
and a further £70,000 for a new classroom at 
Cwmfelin Primary School (now £235,000). 

It also included a capital budget of 
£1.6m to purchase replacement highway 
maintenance vehicles including gritters and 
tipping lorries, and almost £350,000 to 
buy new computers after a review found 
500 desktop computers were over five 
years old and had no warranty support. 

Other projects cost less than 
expected which meant fund¬ 

ing could be used elsewhere. 

Cllr Ken Watts (Independent) said he 
was concerned about the increase in costs 
of the cemetery extensions, and said the 
figures were worthy of further scrutiny. 

Cllr Ken Edwards (Llynfi Independents) 
asked the council leader to give assur¬ 
ances there would be more time to con¬ 
sider changes in the capital programme 
when future reports were published. 

Officers said there was “very little change” 
to the capital programme agreed in February 
2018 and the report was simply providing 
an update and summarising key changes. 

Council leader Cllr Huw David (Labour) 


told councillors they could “effectively 
scrutinise” the proposals during the meeting. 

He said an identical report had been 
scrutinised by cabinet members the day 
before and as a result, the report had been 
available in the cabinet papers for the pre¬ 
vious seven days, adding it was the respon¬ 
sibility of every councillor to read them. 

He said: “There has been oppor¬ 
tunity for members to ask perti¬ 
nent questions over the last week. 

“I do understand the concerns and the 
monitoring officer has already apologised 
over the glitch which meant they did 
not appear on the full council papers.” 

The-then Chief executive, Darren 
Mepham, said the urgency provision within 
the agenda was part of good governance 
and existed precisely to allow the council 
to function and do business “in a timely 
way”. Cabinet member Clh Charles Smith 
(Labour) called the requests to postpone the 
report for further scrutiny “grandstanding”. 

Clh Jon-Paul Blundell (Labour) said the 
full council meeting was the place to scru¬ 
tinise the report, adding: “To put this off 
and hold the council to hostage is wrong.” 

Cllr Clarke’s request to defer the 
report was voted down by 26 to 21. 

A further debate took place over the 
funding changes and councillors unani¬ 
mously approved the revised capital 
programme as it appeared in the report. 
The meeting took place on December 
19. As it stands, the total revised capita 
programme until 2028 is £21 Im. Further 
discussion will take place when the capital 
programme is approved in February as 
part of the annual budget-setting process.

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Porthcawl Town council 
counts the cost of 


taking over public toilets 


PORTHCAWL’S town 
centre toilets have closed 
until further notice 
under cost-cutting plans 
by Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
- leaving Porthcawl Town 
council counting the 
cost of re-opening them. 

The John Street toilets, which 
are in a Grade II listed building, 
closed at the start of the New 
Year. It was the latest chapter in a 
long-running saga, and it surprised 
the town council, who thought the 
toilets were safe until the end of 
this financial year, at the end of 
March. 

Carl Hale, who owns a tanning 
shop opposite the toilets, said he 
counted more than 1,000 people 
on Wednesday, January 2, trying 
to use them in just a few hours. 

He said: “I thought I’d have a 
look and see as I was sat in the 
window. I was noting down the 
numbers in tallies of five. 

“Up until 2pm there were over 
1,000 people. They would push 
the door and then read the sign. 

“There were quite a few people 
in wheelchairs as well. 

“It’s not even that busy in the 
town centre as it’s January - come 
March-time those numbers are 
going to triple.” 

He added: “The problem is the 
older people - some are on water 
tablets for example and have to 
make frequent visits. 

“If they can’t go to the toilet 
they’re not going to come and 
shop in the town, they’re going 
to go somewhere else where they 
can.” 

Thousands of people signed a 
petition in September against the 
plans with a protest outside the 
toilets taking place in October. 

In June BCBC announced the 
toilets in Porthcawl - and Maesteg 
and Bridgend - may close because 
of the need to make savings. 

It said the only way to save 
the John Street facilities was 
if Porthcawl Town Council 
took charge of them under the 
Community Asset Transfer 
scheme. 

A BCBC spokesman confirmed 
the toilets had closed along with 
those in Griffin Park, Cheapside 
in Bridgend, and at Maesteg Bus 


Station. 

He said: “Although the facilities 
closed this week we are working 
with Porthcawl Town Council to 
develop an agreement for them to 
operate both the John Street and 
Griffin Park toilets. 

“We’re anticipating that this 
agreement should be in place by 
February 1 and the town council 
will then decide a suitable date 
for the toilets to re-open as soon 
possible after that date. 

“Additionally, the toilets under 
the Grand Pavilion were recently 
re-opened by Awen and the town 
council, while The Pier Hotel has 
become the latest local business to 
sign up to the council’s comfort 
scheme which enables members 
of the public to use their toilets.” 

Porthcawl town councillors 
have previously expressed their 
anger at the closure because of the 
“short notice” they were given to 
prepare for the asset transfer. 

Cllr Mike Clarke leads the 
independent alliance that controls 
Porthcawl Town Council (PTC), 
and also represents Nottage on 
BCBC. He said: “Once it became 
clear that BCBC was in fact going 
to walk away from January 2, 
Porthcawl Town Council unan¬ 
imously agreed at its December 
meeting to mobilise contingency 
plans. 

“The town council and BCBC 
have agreed that the John Street 
toilets will be opened and run by 
the town council under a ‘license 
to operate’ agreement which 
BCBC is currently developing and 
hopes to have ready by the end of 
January 2019. 

“We are also exploring options 
for an informal agreement to min¬ 
imise the disruption this is causing 
our town. 

“The toilets will be open again 
as soon as possible.” 

However, town councillors feel 
they have been pressured into 
taking over the cost of providing 
toilets - something that has always 
been the responsibility of BCBC. 

Cllr Mike Clarke said: “This has 
been brewing since 2016. The first 
instance was when, due to the plan 
to build a watersports centre at 
Rest Bay - something welcomed 
in Porthcawl - BCBC decided to 
abandon toilet provision during 
the construction period. 


“The old building had toilets, 
as will the new one, but PTC 
had to step in and contribute to 
the cost of temporary toilets. The 
estimated cost of that is £12,800. 

“Then, BCBC said it would 
close the small toilet block at 
Griffin Park unless PTC took over 
the building. We did, but soon 
discovered that it was in a very 
poor condition - and it may have 
to be completely rebuilt. 

“We will stand by that, but it 
means that there will be pressure 
on the precept that Porthcawl res¬ 
idents pay.” 

Town Council precepts often 
cause confusion. The biggest ele¬ 
ment of any council tax bill goes 
to BCBC, but there is also a South 
Wales Police precept (currently 
around £130) and a town council 
precept (Porthcawl’s is £50.88). 

Cllr Clarke said that the Griffin 
Park episode had meant that PTC 
simply could not take on the finan¬ 
cial responsibility for John Street 
toilets without a full survey being 
conducted into its condition. 

He continued: “At the very 
least, a considerable refurbish¬ 
ment is due. PTC has made provi¬ 
sion for this situation, so it should 
not impact on this year’s precept, 
but as it costs BCBC £60,000 
per annum to run the John Street 
Toilets, it will have an impact on 
future years.” 

He said that PTC, under the 
licence to operate, would be put¬ 
ting the cost out to tender for 
contractors to run John Street 
and Griffin Park, and that a ‘pay 
on the door’ option was being 
considered. 

He said: “The situation should 
ease when the Maritime Centre 
is built at Cosy Comer. That will 
have public toilets, and also two 
‘changing places’ toilets for peo¬ 
ple with a disability. 

“The town council is also work¬ 
ing with Awen Cultural Tmst to 
open the toilets under the Grand 
Pavilion.”

‘Drilling down exposes 
the financial flaws 
in hot-water scheme’ 


IN last week’s GEM, on one of the pages 
the reader’s eye was drawn, firstly, to 
a photograph of all the usual suspects 
i.e. various BCBC councillors, an MP 
and assorted Labour party representa¬ 
tives, standing in a group as if they had 
just discovered a diamond mine or the 
like on the side of a Maesteg hillside. 

But no: the reason for this celebration became 
clear on reading the associated article on the same 
page. It transpired that a discovery had been made 
of underground water that had been heated to a 
small extent by its location in old mine workings. 

This groundbreaking discovery means there is a 
possibility that with this warmed water, with further 
experimentation and a large investment mainly 
funded by taxpayers’ money (£400,000 BCBC 
council tax), totalling over £6 million, it would 
be possible to reduce the fuel bills over a period 
of time by up to £120 per annum on up to 1,000 
households in this area. 

At this rate of savings made it would take 50 
years for the original investment made to be repaid 
without any further ongoing costings. 

This is also a week where there have been other 
revelations in the area; namely that all the public 
toilets in the main tourist resort of BCBC Porthcawl 
and other areas of the borough have been closed 
until further notice because of associated costs in 
keeping them open. It has been suggested that up 
to a thousand persons a day were left in distress

because of these closures in Porthcawl alone. 

These two events, although completely uncon¬ 
nected, together with the undoubted council tax 
increase to be decided which is predicted to be one 
of the highest in the UK speaks volumes concern¬ 
ing the administration of this council area.

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Registry office and reference library might 
move, but not all are happy with the idea 


THE registrar’s 
office in Bridgend 
is likely to move 
into the council’s 
civic offices after 
an increase in the 
number of wed¬ 
ding cancellations 
was put down to 
building work 
taking place on a 
neighbouring site. 

Ty’r Ardd, a former 
day centre, was con¬ 
verted in 2011 to house 
both the registrar’s office 
and the reference library. 

A report which went 
before councillors on 
December 19 said that 
as construction increases 
on the Sunnyside site - 
where a housing develop¬ 
ment and medical clinics 
are planned - the number 
of weddings taking place 
at the registry office is 
likely to drop even fur¬ 
ther, risking the financial 
viability of the service. 


Speaking at the full 
council meeting, com¬ 
munities director Mark 
Shephard said: “We need 
to look fairly urgently 
to preserve the service. 
The current site is effec¬ 
tively in the middle of a 
building site and there 
will be no dedicated 
parking space potentially 
for a while. We are 
already losing bookings. 

“The initial proposal 
involves looking at 
relocating the registrar’s 
office to the civic offices 
though it doesn’t have to 
be the final site. There 
is a large multi-sto¬ 
rey car park opposite 
the civic offices.” 

Officers said there 
was currently a sig¬ 
nificant commercial 
interest in the land and 
Ty’r Ardd building. 

The council says the 
registrar’s office could 
be accommodated 
on the ground floor 
of the civic offices. 


A remodelling of 
the area, which would 
include a patio area for 
wedding photos, is set 
to cost around £275,000. 

It would be funded 
through the sale of the 
land which is expected to 
be “significantly more” 
than the cost of the works. 

Mr Shephard said the 
council was in discus¬ 
sions with Awen Cultural 
Trust about the relocation 
of the reference library. 

He said the long-term 
intention was to move 
it to the redeveloped 
Maesteg Town Hall. 

He told councillors: 
“If the registrar’s office 
did move to the civic 
offices that wouldn’t take 
place until later in 2019 
so there’s a little bit of 
time to sort out where 
the reference library 
goes in the short term.” 

The Leader of the 
Independent Alliance 
on BCBC, Cllr Norah 
Clarke, said: “I am 


disappointed that the reg¬ 
istrar is moving from Ty’r 
Ardd but can also under¬ 
stand that with all the 
construction works that 
will be taking place with 
the new development, 
people wouldn’t wish 
to marry at the venue. 

“I know that consider¬ 
ation is being given to the 
registrar moving into the 
Civic Offices. I would 
hope that more con¬ 
sideration and thought 
is given to this and a 
more suitable venue for 
weddings etc. is found 
within Bridgend Town. 

“The reference 
library, again, I believe 
should be kept within 
the county borough’s 
main town of Bridgend. 

Cllr Carolyn Webster, 
Conservative councillor 
for the Newcastle ward in 
which Ty Ardd is located, 
said: “MTiilst I support 
BCBC’s programme 
regarding rationalisation 
of its property, I have 


concerns regarding mov¬ 
ing the registry office. 

“Although fit and 
healthy residents, who 
might be visiting a wed¬ 
ding will find that park¬ 
ing in the Rhiw Multi 
Storey Car Park meets 
their needs, perhaps 
those registering the birth 
of a new baby or register¬ 
ing the death of their next 
of kin might find that the 
parking is not suitable.” 

She added: “Bridgend 
town centre is the central 
hub for public transport 
in the borough. That 
must be an important 
consideration before 
any relocation of the 
reference library.”

‘Busiest year ever’for 
the Porthcawl RNLI

PORTHCAWL lifeboat 
crews launched their life¬ 
boats 120 times in response 
to incidents during the year. 

Casualties varied widely from surf¬ 
ers, windsurfers, broken down vessels 
and persons cut off by the incoming tide. 

Deputy Launch Authority, 
Stephen Jones, commented: “2018 
was our busiest year ever for 
shouts and there appeared no com¬ 
mon reason for the high numbers 
of incidents. Even the hot summer 
weather alone could not be blamed. 

“Besides being on standby 24/7, 
for 365 days of the year our vol¬ 
unteer crews’ train each Sunday 
morning and Wednesday evening 
to build and maintain the skills 


required to meet casualty needs. 

“Recently 12 crew attended 
an intensive three-day first aid and 
casualty care course held at Porthcawl; 
all 12 were successful and received 
the relevant RNLI certificates’. 

Phil Missen, Lifeboat Operation 
Manager said: “As always, we 
have worked with other emergency 
services on many of our launches 
and this teamwork is essential in 
helping those who find themselves 
in danger on our beaches or at sea.

‘Master 
Mariner must 
be saved’ 
say locals 


REGULARS at the 
Master Mariner 
Public House have 
formed a campaign 
group in a bid to 
save the business. 

Last week. The GEM 
reported that a Vale 
Council report said it 
could be demolished 
and replaced by flats or 
a GP surgery because SA 
Brain Ltd didn’t believe 
it was a sustainable 
business. 

The report was due to 
be considered at a Vale 
Cabinet meeting on 
Monday this week, but 
was deferred to a friture 
meeting. 

A ‘Save the Master 
Mariner Committee’ 
has been formed and 
supporters are holding a 
meeting this Thursday at 
7pm. 

They claim the council 
report was incorrect in 
saying it was difficult 
to make the business 
sustainable and had 
been “closed for several 
months”. 

A spokeswoman 
for the group said the 
business was viable, and 
went on: “The last time it 
was closed was in 2002. 
It reopened in 2005 and 
has not shut its doors for 
one day since. It has been 
open from 12 noon to 12 
midnight seven days a 
week.” 

The spokeswoman 
said it provided a vital 


service for local people: 
“We have a Thursday 
club for people with 
learning difficulties 
which over time has built 
up from 10 people to 
around 40 people.” 

The pub also has skit¬ 
tles teams, pool teams 
and recently hosted a 
Christmas party for 80 
children. 

The spokeswoman 
added: “If the pub closed 
it would break the com¬ 
munity’s heart.” 

Local councillor Julie 
Aviet agreed that it was 
more than just a pub: 
“The Master Mariner is 
not just a local watering 
hole. It has become a 
community hub. 

“In an area lacking 
in community facilities, 
the closure of the pub 
would tear the heart out 
of Gibbonsdown.” 

A spokesman for SA 
Brain told The GEM: 
“We will continue to 
offer our full support 
to our partners who are 
currently operating the 
Master Mariner and as 
with all of our pubs are 
looking at all possible 
ways to develop our 
business going forward. 
In this case we lease the 
site from the council and 
naturally are keeping 
closely in touch with 
them.”

bare and is all the better 
for it. 

The film has all

to overshadow the story 
itself, and the three-way 
power struggle that plays 
out over the course of the 
two hours is an incredible 
thing to watch, especially 
with such indelible per¬ 
formances at the centre 
of it. 

This is a story where 
all three participants are 
both in control and yet 
not, and watching their 
entanglements and their 
desire for power and con¬ 
trol (or, in some cases, 
simple comfort) makes 
for thrilling, if disquiet¬ 
ing, viewing. 

All three central char¬ 
acters are not what you 
would class as likeable, 
yet through their foibles 
and desires, we see 
beneath their thirst for 
power and glimpse the 
humanity underneath. 

For Queen Anne, a 
life of loss, illness and 
depression has created 
a vacuum that someone 
needs to fill (her heart¬ 
breaking reason for 
keeping 17 rabbits is an 
emotional thump). For 
Lady Sarah, being the 


power behind the throne 
suits her perfectly but 
when stakes are raised 
that affect her own life, 
her need for control 
becomes more stronger, 
while Abigail’s fall from 
grace lends her a steel 
and resolve that won’t 
allow her to ever stumble 
again, no matter who gets 
in the way. 

The performances 
bring these characters to 
life exceptionally well. 
Emma Stone and Rachel 
Weisz have arguably the 
showier performances, 
but there is real depth and 
nuance to their turns that 
are wonderful to watch. 

Weisz’s performance 
as the flinty and seem- 
ingly-untouchable hand 
to the Queen is chillingly 
blunt, yet shows the 
emotional impact of see¬ 
ing her friend and lover 
being wooed by Abigail, 
while Stone (and a 
near-impeccable English 
accent) is superb as she 
manipulates and cleverly 
works her way up the 
ladder to the Queen’s 
affections. 


It is Olivia Colman 
who, with a less grand- 
standing role, is perhaps 
the standout here. Her 
Queen Anne is a com¬ 
plex character, full of 
emotional baggage and a 
lack of self-belief, happy 
to acquiesce to others, 
and Colman brings her 
to life with a mesmeric 
turn that runs the gamut 
from hilarious through to 
emotionally fragile with 
seamless flair. 

Around them is a cast 
full of strong turns, most 
notably Nicholas Hoult 
as Harley, the leader of 
the opposition with a 
neat line in pithy put- 
downs and determined to 
curry favour no matter 
what. 

If the film does 
threaten to run out of 
steam towards its climax, 
the post-script of events 
lacking the humour and 
smart manipulations of 
what has gone before, 
then Lanthimos at least 
ends the film on a note 
that lingers. 

Along with a script 
that has some razor-sharp 


lines. The Favourite is a 
wholly compelling piece 
of work, a film that is a 
powerful study of human 
needs and desires and the 
corroding influence of 
power. 

VERDICT: Another 
weird, darkly comic 
and ultimately mes¬ 
merising film from 
Yorgos Lanthimos, The 
Favourite sees three 
superb actors - Rachel 
Weisz, Emma Stone and, 
perhaps most impressive 
of all, Olivia Colman - at 
the top of their game in a 
story of emotional frailty, 
power and manipulation. 
Lent a visual feel that is 
gloriously irreverent and 
in keeping with the tone 
of the piece, this is a 
hugely impressive work. 
Essential viewing.

Blue = protein: To boost plant 
protein and include fish your diet. 

Pink = lower salt, sugar and 
saturated fat. 

The BNF explains that people 
can choose what’s best suited to 
them - so if you want to focus 
on upping your fruit and veg 
intake, start your weekly planner 
by choosing green suggestions, 
or if you fancy eating healthier 
proteins, begin the year by taking 
on the blue challenges. 

Try new goals each week, 
to help you turn the lifestyle 
changes into long-term habits. 

Sara Stanner, the BNF’s 
science director, says: “Many of 
us start the New Year with great 
ambitions to eat better and be 
more active, but these resolutions 
may falter after just a few weeks 
or months. 

“Finding behaviours that work 
for you is key to making sure that 
short-term changes become long¬ 
term habits and part of the daily 
routine. However, many people 
find it difficult to know where 
to start - let alone how to keep 
up the good health initiatives 
long-term. 

“The Try, Swap, Change 


planner has been developed 
by BNF nutrition scientists to 
provide a practical guide to help 
people put their New Year’s 
resolutions into action, but also 
to provide an extra motivator for 
keeping things going longer-term. 
It’s a great feeling at the end of 
each day to tick off completed 
challenges and, in turn, the goals 
you’ve started to achieve.” 

The Try, Swap, Change 
suggestions 

1. Eat the rainbow (green) 

Eat at least 3 different coloured 
fruit and vegetables. 

2. Get plant-based (blue) 

Incorporate some plant-based 

protein into your day, e.g. beans, 
peas, lentils, tofu, nuts or seeds. 

3. Go Slow (orange) 

Try eating more slowly and 
enjoying your food - eating more 
slowly can give your body time 
to realise it’s full. 

4. Grab some grains (yellow) 

Try a new wholegrain food, 

e.g. wholemeal breads (why not 
try wholemeal piha, wraps and 
bagels?), brown rice, oats, barley, 
quinoa, buckwheat, wholegrain 
spelt pasta, bulgur wheat or plain 
popcorn. 

5. Screen breaks (orange) 

Try to reduce your seated 


screen time, such as time spent 
watching TV or on the computer. 
Set yourself a challenge, e.g. only 
one hour of seated screen time 
a day, or halving the time you’d 
usually spend each day and stick 
to it. 

Swap 

6. Wake up with fibre (yellow) 

Swap your usual breakfast/ 

morning foods for higher fibre 
versions. 

7. Get fruity! (green) 

Have a variety of fruit and 

vegetables instead of your usual 
snacks. 

8. Move more (red) 

Swap your usual routine - add 
an extra 10 minutes of activity, 
e.g. walking, swimming or 
weights, each day. 

9. Fish in a dish (blue) 

Up your fish intake - try to eat 
two portions or more this week, 
one of which should be an oily 
fish such as salmon, sardines, kip¬ 
pers, whitebait, mackerel, trout, 
herring, pilchards or fresh tuna. 

10. Snack ahack (pink) 

Swap snacks high in saturates, 

sugar or salt such as crisps, 
chocolate and sweets for fruit, 
vegetables, plain yogurt, nuts or 
seeds.

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Be watchful - 
the Mari Lwyd 
is on the prowl 


THE Mari Lwyd will be on 
tour of some of the Cowbridge 
pubs on Friday, January 11, 
collecting donations towards 
Dolen, a charity aiming to 
improve the health and educa¬ 
tion of people living in Lesotho, 
South Africa. 

The tour of the pubs will begin 
around 8.30pm. 

The long-standing tradition features 
a mare’s skull, deeorated with bells 
and ribbons, whieh is led from house 
to house in the depths of winter by 
gangs of revellers. 

A white sheet attaehed to the skull 
is draped over the head and shoulders 
of the man who earries it, and a meeh- 
anism is usually rigged up allowing 
the jaw to be opened and elosed to 
frighten the women and ehildren! 

The ‘Fari’ in Cowbridge, whieh 
nowadays visits pubs in the town 
in January, has eoloured plastie eye 
soekets in front of flashing light bulbs 
to give an eerie effeet! 

Traditionally, Mari was led by a 
man wearing a top hat or bowler, 
ealled the Sergeant, and they were 
joined by a gang of men and some¬ 
times boys. 

Mari knoeked on the door of the 
farmhouse, and the men would sing: 
“Wei, dyma ni’n dwad, gyfeillion 
diniwad, i ofyn ‘sgawn gannad i ganu” 
(“Well, here we eome, innoeent friend, 
to ask permission to sing”). 

Inside the house, the family, and 
sometimes the loeal bard who’d been 
bribed with beer to help out, would 


reply in verse. A sung dialogue would 
then ensue in whieh the Fari would 
demand aeeess and the family refuse, 
until no-one eould invent any more 
verses. 

At this point, they would open the 
door and the group be plied with 
food and drink. Legend has it that 
on one oeeasion, both groups had 
sueh prolifle poets that the bardie duel 
eontinued thoroughout the night, and 
Mari didn’t gain entry until dawn! 

The eustom existed in Cowbridge 
until the 1930s, with the verses by then 
sung in English. Mr Bill Lewis, who 
arranged the modem Mari’s anties 
in the town eaeh year, told how he 
and other youngsters followed the 
revellers aeross the fields from farm 
to farm. He remembered one of the 
verses he sang, whieh eorresponds to 
one of the traditional Welsh verses: 
“Through bushes and briars. O’er 
mountains and mires. We wish you a 
happy new year.” 

In Peneoed, the Fari was still visit¬ 
ing farms in the area in the 1960s and 
the village of Llangynwyd is known 
to have a long tradition of Mari Lwyd 
visits. In Monmouthshire in the 19th 
eentury, the eustom was eneouragedby 
Lady Llanover, and a hologram-style 
depletion of the Fari Lwyd remains 
above the door of the old post offiee in 
the village of Llanover.

Penarth 
roundabout 
could be 
removed 


A major Penarth 
roundabout could 
be removed with 
new one-way sys¬ 
tems proposed 
under a trial set to 
be agreed by the 
council. 

The Vale Couneil’s 
eabinet is set to deeide 
this month whether to 
introduee an experimen¬ 
tal traffie order whieh 
would see the removal 
of the roundabout at the 
junetion of Plassey Street 
and Windsor Road. 

The roundabout would 
be removed in favour of 
an uneontrolled junetion 
permitting one-way 
eastbound traffie along 
Plassey Street to its june¬ 
tion with High Street. 

A short seetion of one¬ 
way traffie eould also 
be introdueed on High 
Street between Ludlow 
Street and Windsor Road 
with traffie heading north 
to south only. 

It means traffie would 
be able to use Plassey 
Street or Windsor Road 
to aeeess Penarth town 
eentre, or Windsor Road 
to exit the town via the 
signal junetion at Barons 
Court. 

A touean erossing is 
also proposed in Windsor 
Road immediately east 
after the new junetion 
with Plassey Street. 

A eouneil report says 
“enhaneed eyele faeili- 
ties” would be provided 
along Plassey Street over 
the length of the one-way 
system. 

The trial would eost 
£65,000, paid for from 
a £1.47million seetion 
106 eontribution from 
the developers of Penarth 
Heights. 

But if it proves sue- 
eessful the new traffie 
system would eost 
£1.2million to implement 
on a permanent basis. 


The Vale Couneil’s 
eabinet is set to deeide 
whether to introduee the 
experimental one-way 
traffie regulation order at 
its meeting on January 
21, after deferring the 
deeision today (January 

7). 

It follows a eonsul- 
tation on four possible 
options on how to 
improve traffie arrange¬ 
ments in the area, held 
between May 14 and July 
9 2018. 

The eouneil has 
deeided to progress with 
option two - a one-way 
system for Plassey Street 
and High Street - but not 
go ahead with a 20mph 
speed limit after eoneems 
raised in the eonsultation. 

The order, if approved, 
eould remain in plaee up 
to for 18 months, after 
whieh time the order has 
to be withdrawn or made 
permanent. 

There have been six 
road erashes in the area 
eovered by the order 
between June 2015 and 
June 2018 that resulted in 
personal injury - two of 
whieh were serious, four 
were minor. 

Four of these erashes 
- three slight and one 
serious - were eaused 
by drivers failing to look 
properly before manoeu¬ 
vring. The remaining 
minor ineidents were 
eaused by driver illness 
or disability, while one 
serious erash took plaee 
due to “an emergeney 
vehiele on eall and neg¬ 
ligent aetion to open the 
vehiele door,” a eouneil 
report says. 

In that time, there were 
no erashes in the area 
whieh involved personal 
injury to pedestrians or 
eyelists.

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Two Vale 
schools to 
be completely 
rebuilt 


TWO Vale schools 
will get new build¬ 
ings after Welsh 
Government 
increased funding. 

Pencoedtre High 
School and St Nicholas 
Church in Wales School 
will be rebuilt after 
the Vale Council’s 
cabinet approved the 
plans on January 7. 

The two schools had 
been in line for refur- 
bishments, but will now 
get new buildings as 
funding for the next stage 
of the Vale Council’s 
21st Century Schools 
Programme has risen 
to nearly £144 million. 

The extra funding also 
means plans for a new 
and expanded Centre for 
Learning and Wellbeing, 
providing a ‘therapeutic 
service’ for vulnerable 
pupils, will be developed 
instead of the previously 
proposed Centre for 
Behavioural Excellence. 

The “Centre for 
Behavioural Excellenee” 
was intended to be built 
adjacent to Whitmore 
High School to replace 
the pupil referral unit 
at Amelia Trust Farm. 

A cabinet report said 
the Whitmore High 


School site was no 
longer deemed suitable 
for the new centre and 
new location options 
are being explored. 

The extra funding will 
also ensure a greater 
number of ehildren with 
additional learning needs 
can be accommodated at 
Ysgol y Deri in Penarth. 

The council said it 
will soon reveal plans for 
extensive further invest¬ 
ment in primary pro¬ 
vision across the Vale. 

Band B of the 21st 
Century Schools 
Programme will invest 
£143,904 million in Vale 
schools, up from the 
£142,417 million Welsh 
Government originally 
committed to the project. 

Welsh Government 
is set to eontribute 
£84,567 million, with the 
council making up the 
other £59,337 million. 

Vale Council Leader 
John Thomas told the 
cabinet on January 7: “It’s 
an excellent news story 
that we can build a new 
school in Pencoedtre.”

Buywise had sev¬ 
eral near misses at 
Cheltenham, the 
spiritual home of 
steeplechasing, and 

Williams has had 
scores of letters from 
his fans telling him 
how he should be 
ridden and trained. 

Evans said: “He takes 
an awful long time to 
warm up and that why 
he tends to get behind 
and appears to take lib¬ 
erties with the fences.” 

Ben Jones, aged 19, 
who is attached to Philip 
Hobbs’ Withycombe, 
Somerset yard, came in 
for plenty of praise after 
winning the RacingTV. 
Com Mares’ Handicap

A SECOND consecutive match sea¬
